This city's AIDS counselling and support 
groups are doing a tremendous job of instilling 
these responsibilities in their clients.

The parade also featured 
175 floats and contingents, escorted by the 
group Dykes on Bikes, hundreds of leather- 
clad, motorcycle-revving lesbians.

Is the Gay Liberation Movement entering 
the 1990's with an out-of-date philosophy? 

Some gays think so. 

These critics believe Gay Lib's less-than- 
impressive track record since the 1969 
Stonewall Inn riots can be explained in two 
words: Bad Image. 

Two of the most strident supporters of the 
Bad Image Theory are Marshall Kirk and 
Hunter Madsen, co-authors of After the Ball: 
How America Will Conquer Its Fear and 
Hatred of Gays in the '90s (1989). Kirk and 
Madsen have no doubts as to the root of the 
Gay Liberation Movement's ‘lack of progress'. 
"Here we are, a community painted from end 
to end with one broad brush -- laughed to 
scorn, vilified, as a collection of perverted 
freaks, evil or insane -- in any _ case

disgustingly different -- and incapable of ever 
fitting in with the mentally healthy and 
morally upright," the two write. "We're 
assumed to consist entirely of extreme 
stereotypes: men ultraswishy and ultraviolet, 
Frankensteinian thug-women with bolts on 
their necks, mustashio'd Dolly Parton wanna- 


be's, leather-men in boots and_ whips, 
ombudsmen of pederasty squiring their 
ombudsboys -- all ridiculous, deranged, or 
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criminal. 

"And when we are finally allowed to rally 
and march, to lay our case before the cameras 
of the straight American public, what do we 
do? We call out of the woodwork all the 
screamers, stompers, gender-benders, 
sadomasochists, and pederasts, and confirm 
America's worst fears and hates." 

Hold on -- there's more. 

Kirk and Madsen go on to advocate a self- 


censorship of select sub-groups within the gay 
community -- an action they believe will 
enhance the average gay's chances at social 
acceptance. "'Fringe' gay groups ought to have 
the tact to withdraw voluntarily from public 
appearances at gay parades, marches, and 
rallies, but they don't seem to care whether 
they fatally compromise the rest of us," the 
co-authors write. "Like fretful valetudinarians 
drowning at sea who frantically grab the 
younger and heartier about the waist and 
refuse to let go, bearing their hapless victims 


to Davy Jones' Locker, they seem elementally 
selfish. 

"If unencumbered," the two conclude, "the 
gay community would have an_ excellent 
chance of swimming ashore. 

"Its line must be, ‘We're not judging you, 
but others do, and very harshly; please keep a 
low profile. You offend the public more than 
other gays." 

This tactic could be called the Thin End Of 
The Wedge Method, and it's unacceptable. 

Cutting off segments of the gay 
community -- people and organizations who 
have been active since the 1970's -- with the 
socially—expediant statement, 'It's better for all 
of us', can't be morally justified. 

The ends do not justify the means. 

The Gay Liberation Movement must be an 
‘all or nothing’ proposition; we may sink or

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CALGARY PROTESTS MONTREAL VIOLENCE

Protestors in Calgary demonstrate against recent Montreal gay-police violence 


Nearly 150 men and women rallied at the 
Harry Hays Building July 29 to protest 
violence against gay and lesbian communities. 

The rally, organized to show solidarity 
with Montreal gays in the wake of police 
violence, featured speakers and 
representatives from both gay and non-gay 
organizations. 

The catalyst for Calgary's event was a 
series of clashes in Montreal between the 
Montreal Urban Community police and gays, 
which resulted in calls for an inquiry into the 


police's conduct. 


Montreal's gay and lesbian community 
leaders say police used excessive force. 

Calgary gays showed their anger over the 
Montreal event, carrying signs reading "Stop 
Bigotry, Brutality, Barbarity," and "Canadians 
Reject Intolerance." 

Similar support rallies were held 
throughout the country. In Montreal, several 
thousand people turned out to_ protest 
deteriorating gay-police relations.

You want to hear about Celebration 90 
Gay Games III and Cultural Festival? No 
problem. I've been there, done that. I can tell 
you all about it. But first, a disclaimer. 

I'm not a reporter, not really. Never have 
been, never will be. Legitimate journalism has 
never appealed to me; I do not approach the 
sharing of information from the 5W/H (or 
whatever they call it) method. But due to the 
fact that I was planning to be in Vancouver 
during the first weeks in August anyways -- 
well, the right place at the right time and all 
that. Nonetheless, I shall attempt to do as 
viable a job as I possibly can in letting you 
know what happened in Vancouver from 
August 4-11. 

Let's start off with a bit of history. 

Decathlete Tom Waddell had _long- 
standing problems with the way in which 
international sports were handled (he had 
been threatened with courtmartial for joining 
the 1968 ‘black power' salute in Mexico 
alongside fellow U.S. Olympic team athletes). 

Waddell also was understandably irked 
with the way gay men and lesbians were 
treated in sports. You either suppressed your 
sexuality entirely or else you were kicked out, 
as was Betty Baxter, fired as the coach of the 
Canadian Women's Volleyball Association in 
the late 70's for being a lesbian. Baxter was to 
become a director of the Metropolitan 
Vancouver Athletics and Arts Association, the 
group that brought the Games to Vancouver. 


Waddell also believed in the concept of 
doing one's personal best as being the 
ultimate goal in any athletic endeavor. 

All these beliefs came to a head in 1980 
when Waddell threw forward the notion of a 
"Gay Olympic Games." 

These games were held in San Francisco 
in 1982, attracting more than 1,300 athletes 
from 179 cities who competed in 14 sports. 

Two weeks before opening day, the U.S. 
Olympic Committee obtained an injunction to 
block the games from using the word 
"Olympic." Yet despite this (homophobic?) 
action, the games were a rousing success. 

Four years later, again in San Francisco, 
Gay Games II saw the participation of 3,482 
men and women from 259 cities in 17 sports. 
Waddell must have been one proud papa. At 
the Closing Ceremonies, he presented the 
Games flag to Vancouver, thus making the 
games a truly international event. 

Since then, Waddell has passed away, but 
his philosophies have prospered in a tradition 
that has culminated in Celebration 90 Gay 
Games III and Cultural Festival. 

And what an event it was! This year, 7,360 
athletes participated in the largest sporting 
event to be held in the world this year. Two 
world records were unofficially broken in 
swimming events; over 1,500 cultural 
participants attended; and tens of thousands 
of spectators made certain that Celebration 90

was the largest gathering of lesbians and gay 
men in sporting history. 

Celebration 90 officially began at 8:00 pm 
on August 4 with the Opening Ceremonies, 
featuring, among other attractions, M.C. Robin 
Tyler ("the lesbian Zsa Zsa was afraid of 
meeting in prison"), the Lesbian and Gay 
Bands of America, Carole Pope, Lorraine 
Segato (of Parachute Club) and _ the 
Celebration 90 Festival Chorus. 

Throughout the week, athletes from 24 


countries (ranging from Australia to 
Zimbabwe) did their personal best in 27 
sporting events. 

The Cultural Festival featured the 


premieres of two plays, Warm Wind in China 
and Radclyffe..The Well of...; a gay and lesbian 
film festival; Ronnie Burkett's The Punch Club 
(which Calgary audiences may remember from 
Lunchbox Theatre); Gayla! (a celebration of 
women's culture); bands; choirs; 
Dancelebration (the largest single program of 
modern dance ever presented in Vancouver); 
and the International Fantasy Ball. 

The Words Without Borders Literary 
Festival I talk about in a future issue; and the 
Artisan's Market attracted individual artists 
from around the world. 

The Games ended with the Closing 
Ceremonies on August 11. Robin Tyler again 
M.C.'ed, speeches were kept to a minimum, 
and the audience was entertained by, among 
others, Long John Baldry and The Nylons. 
The night ended in a huge Mardi Gras-style 
parade which emptied out into the Plaza of 
Nations for the world's’ largest gay 
dance/party/celebration. 

A couple of other pieces of trivia I should 
probably mention: whereas only 15 per cent of 


the regular Olympic athletes were female, 43 
per cent of the athletes at Gay Games III were 
women; over 2,500 volunteers donated their 
time and talents to making the Games a 
success; the honorary board of directors of 
Celebration '90 includes author Jane (Desert 
of the Heart) Rule, M. P. Svend Robinson, and 
former prime minister John Turner. Corporate 
sponsors included Molson Canadian Brewery, 
Air Canada and Delta Airlines. 

It was announced Gay Games IV will be 
held in New York City. 

In 1982, we challenged. In 1986, we 
triumphed. In 1990, we celebrated. God, did 
we celebrate! 

See y'all in 1994 in NYC!

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FILM ASKS FOR HUMANE UNDERSTANDING

Every gay man in New York can remember 
the day that article came out. It was a little 
flash of a nightmare. It's like 'Where were you 
when Kennedy was shot?'

The date of 'that article’ -- the first AIDS 
news report -- was Friday, July 3, 1981, the 
day the film Longtime Companion begins. 

The film (playing at the Plaza Sept. 26 to 
Oct. 2) follows a group of gay men in New York 
City from 1981 to 1989, as AIDS radically 
alters their relationships and their entire 
world. Their story is told through nine 
sequences of one-day-a-year snapshots. 

While the three couples are deliberately as 
boy-next-door types (a businessman, an 
entertainment lawyer, and so on), they can 
dish as well as anyone. Lucas (writer of the 
1984 drama Blue Window) has -- according to 
one critic -- "a great ear for the knife-edged 
confessional wit that is one of the enduring 
legacies of gay culture." 

Director Norman Rene uses a 
straightforward style, saying "I wanted it to be 
objective, almost diarylike. 


"I didn't make it tricky, or fancy, or lush, 
or do any of the things that would help me get 
another directing job." 


Rene -- sensitive to the fact actors with 
AIDS often have difficulty landing roles -- cast 
several in minor roles in the film. One, a friend 
of Lucas, died in the middle of production. 


Critics say the film -- made for around 
$1.5 million US -- lacks the _ ‘three 
dimensionality) of a major Hollywood 


production, but Lucas' screenplay makes up 
for the quasi-documentary style. A strong 
point of Longtime Companion is also the way 
AIDS is presented -- with disarming 
frankness and intelligence. 


The film's impact on critics has been 
strong. "There's a raw audacity to this film's 
approach: it means to wake us up, and it 
does," a critic wrote. "While undeniably a 
message movie, Longtime Companion is 
pleading not just for the better treatment of 
people with AIDS (though that's implicit) but 
for a more humane understanding of what 
gays are going through." 


In January, the film won the Audience 
award at the Sundance United States film 
festival, the same award won in 1989 by sex, 
lies, and videotape. 
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SEX AND LITERATURE 


ARTFULLY RAMMED TOGETHER

If you like your fiction nice and neat, with 
all the loose ends tied up, then Shy is not for 
you. 

If you like to be able to say easily that a 
story you read is about this guy who does this, 
or goes through that, then Shy may not be 
your cup of tea. 

If you feel that good literature cannot or 
should not make your basket bulge, then shop 
at Coles, buy anything there, but most 
certainly do avoid reading Shy (which may be 
difficult to obtain here in Calgary, and is most 
certainly unavailable at Coles). 


The cover suggests Shy is about Harry 
Van, a much f---ed and f--- up teenager. 
Although Harry is central to the novel, I feel 
the book is about us as readers, gay male 
readers, and our relationship to a gay male 
writer, whose intentions are anything but 
chaste. The book is about us because the 
story shifts frequently in point of view, with 
the same story being told through the eyes of 
different characters. 

As readers, we are confronted by two 
versions of the same event, two truths. And so 
we must form our own opinion on the truth of 
a particular incident. 


The main character of the novel is the 
author himself, which puts the reader in the 
position of evaluating how much has Kevin 
Killian told us about something, and why. In 
other words, as readers, we judge how shy 
Killian is -- or is he shy? The writing seems 
honest, brutally so, but can you be shy and 
honest at the same time? What are Killian's 
intentions on us? 

This is the part about the bulging baskets. 
At the literary festival of Gay Games III, Killian 
stated that every word in the novel, and in 
much of what he writes, is poised to tweek 
some erotic chord. I feel he succeeds. Three of 
the described characters, Mark, Harry, and 
Paula, seem to have bodies and souls whose 
only purpose is to experience the thrills of sex 
and drugs. They are sexual catalysts for other 
characters, i.e., they change the people they 
meet in sex without themselves being changed 
by it. 

Mark, Harry and Paula lead a life of 
bouncing from one sexual encounter to 
another, the experiences clouded or enhanced 
by a variety of drugs. Mark does not survive 
this, and Paula appears to transcend (or 
descend from) these experiences. What Harry's 
fate will be, we're not sure -- Killian was too 
shy to tell. 

The stories are about how Kevin, as well 
as Alley and Gunther, survive their encounters 
with these creatures, who come across almost 
like angels, their sexual energy is so intense.

AFTER THE GAMES... 


Life after the Games. The words incredible 
unbelievable, fantastic, overwhelming, 
amazing, and _ enlightening, are almost 
inadequate to fully describe the experience of 
being in Vancouver for the Games. As we 
drove away from Vancouver and closer to 
home, the reality of this experience has begun 
to hit home. Perhaps it's most fitting to say 
that we may be experiencing a culture shock 
in returning to life as a minority. It is certainly 
true being in Vancouver was an opportunity to 
feel part of the majority, for at least that one 
week. 

For all of you who were able to attend the 
Games, I am certain you felt the power and 
wonderful spirit of being there. It is likely also 
fair to say it is an experience which has left us 
all changed, to a greater or lesser extent. 

I am unable to describe the experience of 
the Games without being flooded with 
emotion. My body responds with goosebumps 
from head to toe and I can't help but grin from 
ear to ear. I remember all too clearly the 
feeling of walking down the streets of 
Vancouver (particularly the West End), 
walking tall and proud. 


It is difficult to adequately describe what it 
was like to be surrounded by thousands of gay 
men and lesbians, walking proud with me. 
There was a comraderie obvious in the smiles 
on all our faces and the bounce in our step as 
we boldly made ourselves visible. 


The Opening Ceremonies were second to 
none, serving to set the tone for the week. The 
experience of coming together with thousands 
of lesbians and gay men at the B. C. Place was 
the beginning of a week full of excitement, 
pride, power and belonging. And now what. 
What about life after the Games? 

The days and weeks since the Closing 
Ceremonies have left me painfully aware of my 
minority status. I am further aware of all the 
feelings (fear, anxiety, shame, anger, 
embarrassment, etc.) I have likely carried with 
me my whole life. To this point I had no idea 
what it would be like to feel part of a majority, 
my most familiar - actually my only - 
experience in life was as an invisible minority, 
so this opportunity to walk down the streets of 
Vancouver, arm and arm with my girlfriend, 
smiling at all the other gay and lesbian 
couples around me, was, without question a 
first. Suddenly I am keenly aware of what is 
missing... of what I crave in my day to day life, 
of all those feelings I have been carting around 
with me as long as I can remember. How can I 
return to a life of invisibility, how can I create 
some sense of safety and power I experienced 
that whole week in Vancouver? 

These are big questions to which I have no 
real bright answers (surprise, surprise) what I 
do know is that there can be no turning back. 
I have tasted the pleasure and power of being 
boldly visible. I am clearly aware of all the 
compromises and moments of invisibility that

shape my life as a lesbian on a day-to-day 
basis. I can no longer ignore, completely, my 
need to be seen and acknowledged for who I 
am and who I love. 

So again, now what? I believe that many of 
us who participated in the Gay Games will be 
able to relate my attempt to describe the 
‘culture shock' of returning to our heterosexist 
lives. I also believe that we have much to gain 
from seeking support from each other and 
keeping those feelings alive and strong. We 
also have a_ responsibility to share this 
experience with those around us, gay and 
straight. I know I need to take steps to create 
an atmosphere of pride and safety to be who I 
am, exactly. 

Maybe I'll be more 'political’ or maybe I'll 
take small steps -- like not pulling my hand 
away from my girlfriend next time I feel afraid 
of being found out. No matter what I do, I 
know for certain I'll be in New York in '94 and 
will try very hard to convince everyone I know 
to be there with me.

The Burns Visual Arts Society (1118 8 
Ave. S.E.) will hold its annual open house 
where you can see the work of artists in their 


studios; Stride Gallery will show Dreamland 
by Carol Moppett (always an exciting artist); 
Paul Kuhn Fine Arts gives us David Janzens 
Abberations; the Canadian Art Gallery the 
work of Shirley Hard and Keith Harder (no 
kidding); Kensington Paperworks mixed-media 
works by Dirk van Wyck; Provenance will 
show work by the Metal Arts Guild (body 
ornamentation and objects). 

Most everywhere you will be offered at 
least a cup of coffee, sometimes a glass of wine 
and usually, some good food. There is also free 
transportation to get around to all the venues, 
so you don't need a car. 

The opening ceremony will take place at 
11 am on Saturday in Tompkins Park (17 Ave. 
and 8 St.) where two new murals - by 
Alexandra Haeseker and Gary Olson - will be 
unveiled. 

So join in the fun on either or both days. 
It's a great way to see not only a lot of art, but 
art in incredible variety. 

And, oh yes, if you don't yet collect in any 
serious way, try attending the panel 
discussion on collecting prints at the Glenbow 
in Wednesday 19 September, at 7:30 pm.

I went on vacation to Vancouver earlier 
this month, and had the opportunity to 
experience Celebration '90 (Gay Games III and 
Cultural Festival; hereinafter referred to in 
this column as C'90 after all, the full name is 
as much a pain in the patootie to read as it is 
to type out in full) in a fairly unique capacity: 
as a spectator, a tourist and as a member of 
the media. I was in Vancouver for two and a 
half weeks, from late July through to August 
16, and I had a chance to watch the 
excitement surrounding C'90 reach a fever 
pitch, then witness the games and attractions 
unfold throughout the week, and finally see 
the city recover after C'90 officially ended. 

I didn't know what to expect when I 
arrived in Vancouver, but I sure as hell didn't 
expect there to be anywhere near as much 
publicity surrounding C'90 as there was.

the newspapers (or at least the Vancouver 
Province, the local Sun-like rag to which my 
cousin, with whom I was staying, subscribes) 
had quite a bit of information on the event, 
including several full pages in their weekly 
entertainment section; stores, restaurants and 
businesses were proudly bearing C’'90 
banners; and dozens of huge C'90 posters 
were displayed prominently at all stations 
along Vancouver's Skytrain route. 

Funny thing was, most of the media 
attention ended abruptly as soon as C'90 
began, although the Skytrain posters were still 


up when I left for home on the 16th, five days 
after C'90 ended. 

What really facinated -- and pleased -- 
me however was the attitude of the 
Vancouverites (Vancouverians? 
Vancouvpuddlians?) in regards to C’'90: 
beyond the unavoidable fundamentalists, I 
witnessed almost no negative reaction from 
the general public (I have not yet become 
jaded enough to assume the main reason 
behind this was the millions of tourist dollars 
C'90 pumped into the city). 

I found people -- strangers -- to be 
incredibly open-minded and_ considerate 
during my stay; old ladies noticing my media 
badge would stop me in the streets to ask me 
about the progress of the Games; bus drivers 
and cabbies, waiters and shopowners alike all 
went out of their ways to offer suggestions, 
give directions and to generally be all-around 
helpful and friendly. Rather than 
embarrassedly hiding my media badge, I 
instead wore it proudly, enjoying the near- 
celebrity status it afforded me. 

And the media was treated like royalty -- 
for the most part, anyways. There were a few 
mishaps: the media centre was in a state of 
confusion during the Opening Ceremonies; the 
positioning of the media at the event was not 
exactly ideal for photographic purposes; as 
well, media was not allowed onto the floor of 
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k.d. lang spotted at opening ceremonies 


the stadium (All this served to give our 
illustrious editor Jim conniptions which are 


still continuing -- information he requested 
during C'90 has not arrived as of this writing 
in late August. The trials and tribulations of 
magazine publishing!). 

Things picked up in time for the Closing 
Ceremonies, however -- media were allowed 
into B.C. Place's Media Lounge two hours 
before the show began, where we were greeted 
by a huge hot-and-cold buffet, a well stocked 
bar and a host of celebrities. It was almost 
enough to make me consider changing my 
chosen career to a more journalistic pursuit. 

C'90 was not without its scandals, 
unfortunately, such as any affair of this 
magnitude is bound to have. The most 
interesting of these was one involving the 
Artisan's Market, which was originally known 


as "Queers in Art" (like in "cuisinart -- it's a 
joke, get it?). Unfortunately, the C'90 
organizers, in a move ironically reminiscent of 
the U. S. Olympic Committee in 1982, refused 
to let them keep their chosen name, citing all 
the evil, stereotypical implications of the word 
"queer," thus forcing the art festival to use a 
more generic name. 

The fundamentalists were there, of course, 
doing their best to warn the sinning masses 
participating in C'90 of their impending future 
of hellfire and damnation. Alas, their efforts 
were to no avail as the Sodomites steadfastly 
stood alongside their homosexual convictions, 
ignoring the poor Christian soulsavers and 
even making fun of them (One of the funniest 
moments of C90 came _ when § the 
fundamentalists came head to head with the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence, a California- 
based organization whose members dress to 
resemble a sort of cross between Divine and 
the royal family from a deck of playing cards). 

There was only one - fairly severe - 
incident of gay-bashing that I heard of during 
C’'90, which occured early on in the week. 
Beyond this, however, Vancouver was perhaps 
the safest city in the world in which to be 
openly gay. 

The gay establishments in town -- no 
surprise -- rolled out the red_ carpet 
throughout C'90, and the line-up to get into 
any of the number of gay bars in the city was 
often more than a block long. Hell, there were 
even lengthy lineups to get into the bathouses 
(obviously they never read the January and 
February Thank You and Good Afternoon 
columns). Restaurants were run off their feet, 
and drag shows and leather nights abounded. 
Lesbian and gay comedians like Lovie Sizzle

INDECENT OBSESSION - INDECENT OBSESSION (MCA) 


Indecent Obsession is a new dance band 
that has gained MCA's support (and money) in 
promoting their first, self titled album. The 
band consists of David Dixon on lead vocals, 
Michael Szumowski on keyboards (he also 
produces a good portion of the album), Daryl 
Sims on drums, and Andrew Coyne on guitar. 

When I first listened to Indecent 
Obsession, I found myself wondering, "Now 
who does this sound like?" After moments of 
deep thought (rare for me), I came up with this 
recipe: George Michael meets Times Two, 
who meet the new Duran Duran. One's initial 
reaction is to gag, but the combination 
actually works once you give it a fair listening. 

Indecent Obsession is a collection of 
dance songs and gushy ballads. The ballads 
are all a little weak, but the dance numbers 
are where the talent truly lies. 

"Say Goodbye" is the first song on the 
album, and has a driving beat with running 


rhythms. The vocals, cool and crisp, are filled 
with emotion as David Dixon delivers such 
lines as: "All the love that you gave end threw 
away. Crying wolf in the dark, ‘cos you know 
in your heart that you won't go away." 

"Never Gonna Stop" the next notable 
dance tune, is a little more poppy, but likeable 
none the less. The lyrics are a little corny and 
perhaps forgettable: "I got you hook and 
sinker, but now I need the line." Maybe it's 
just me, but there's something about 
comparing love and fishing that really turns 
me off (no offense, ladies). 

"Survive The Heat" is a hard dance 
number with a manic beat and intense lyrics.

swim, but we sink or swim together. If events 
like the Gay Games III or the Gay Pride 
Festival become segregated or elitist, the 
ballgame is over. We might just as well pull up 
our tent pegs and leave. 

The celebration of diversity is one of the 
cornerstones of the Gay Liberation Movement. 
If we allow the movement to benefit only for 
the ‘least’ non-threatening gays and lesbians, 
we are fighting the wrong fight. 

Just because someone is a drag queen, a- 
fun-queen, a more masculine lesbian or a 
more feminine gay man, their personal 
characteristics don't mean their civil rights are 
less important than the rest of the gay 
community's. 

Sacrificing our group cohesion -- a 
cohesion gays and lesbians have been forming 
and building on since 1969 -- won't do usa 
damn bit of good. Existing divisions within our 
community would inevitably widen, creating 


more internal strife. 

Some of the Gay Liberation Movements 
greatest successes have been achieved 
because we have mobilized together. The 1987 
March on Washington and last month's Gay 
Games III in Vancouver are examples of that 
mobilization. 

The next decade will be one of the most 
difficult our Movement has faced. Not only do 
we have to deal with an increasingly-vocal 
New Right, but we also have to continue to 
ensure those gays and lesbians who are HIV+ 
or who have AIDS itself aren't shunted off to 
the social and political sidelines. We must also 
build on our group cohesion to continue the 
fight for our civil rights. 

Call it blind idealism, but we're all in the 
Movement together. 


And that's what I think Harvey Milk would 
have said.

Killian writes, and does so with skill, 
originality, and beauty, in a tradition of gay 
writing whose greatest exponent is Jean 
Genet. Literature is literature and sex is sex. 
But when they are artfully rammed together, 
as in the work of Genet or Killian, the result is 
a good read that can make you hot. 

My final point here is that if this review 
tickles your interest in Shy, and you do not 


see it in your local bookstores, or on the 
shelves of those few, noble booksellers who 
carry some gay material -- ask for it. Order it. 
Tell your favorite bookseller you are a gay 
reader requiring good gay writing. 

Once we start asking for literature aimed 
at us, then someday we may not need to fly to 
Vancouver to be able to read things that can 
make our lives much richer.
